1974 campaign: let it suffice to recall that an 
almighty rumpus erupted between the ASF and 
coach Rale Rasic, mainly about money. 

Australian soccer had its greatest period of 
public linen washing with threats, accusations 
and outbursts in the Press which, eventually, led 
to the dismissal of Rasic. 

The domestic game went on, as ever; in fact, for 
the rest of 1974 crowd figures showed a decline, 
The public, as such, was not flocking to the games 
to see the Heroes of Hamburg and Berlin. 

The decline in attendances continued in 1975 
and 1976 which, indirectly led to the foundation of 
the Philips League. 

And this could be regarded as the only positive 
spin-off from the 1974 World Cup. 


Then came the 1978 campaign; the effort was 
doubled, the financial commitment sharply in- 
creased. 

The public was told that it's all well worth it: if 
we make the finals in Argentina, our share of the 
takings will more than make up for the investment. 

The glamour of having a team hobnobbing with 
the world’s best, so the theory went, would focus 
public attention to soccer and away from other 
codes of football. We'd be made. 

Well, the Socceroos in 1977 failed rather badly 
and Argentina did not cry for us. 

The considerable organisational effort and even 
hess considerable financial outlay all went down 

1e drain. 


What's the position now? 

Anywhere you talk of soccer, all you can hear is: 
will we make Spain in 1982? 

Not whether we will win the Cup — just whether 
we get there at all. 

‘As if playing in the finals would be in itself a 
panacea. 

Chances are that it we make Spain, we will play 
three games, a total of 270 minutes, before being 
eliminated with three straight defeats or 
something very close to it. 

But at-least the ASF will share in the financial 
bonanza and get a large sum, possibly $500,000 or 
even more, from the collective receipts and TV 
rights. 

A large chunk of that would have to be paid out 
to the players and team personnel, the rest could 
cover the expenses of the preparation and leavea 
bit inreserve. 

In other words — the ASF may break even, 
without leaving very much in the kitty for expan- 
sion or development.

And that is the best we can hope for, after three 
years of intense effort and concentration. 

The worst, of course, would be to fail 
altogether, leaving the ASF with an enormous bill. 
it’s another matter completely that even par- 
ticipation in Spain would be totally unlikely to 

make Australia a soccer country. 

It didn’t work with Israel in 1970, with us and~ 
Zaire in 1974, with Tunisia or Iran in 1978; their 
international status remained basically unaltered. 

Reaching the World Cup finals usually helps 
developed soccer countries; it does little for the 
undeveloped ones. 

The 270 minutes of match-time and the accom- 
panying publicity will fade fast from memory — 
and you have left over only what you had before; 
no more, no less. 

Unless, of course, you win the damned thing. 


All this may produce some simplistic comment 
that! am anti-World Cup. 

Far from it. | regard it as the greatest sporting 
event including the Olympics and wouldn't miss it 
tor anything. 

Also, | take as much pride as anybody in 
Australia's international successes and 
achievements. 

But unlike so many misled people, | try to 
measure the value of the exercise. 

J have said this before and will say it again: we 
should, just once, try to put a similar effort into im- 
proving our domestic soccer rather than risk 
everything for the sake of a highly suspect 270 
minutes. 

Take a look at this. We have a fulltime national 
coach and a fulltime assistant coach, all purely 
and totally dedicated to our World Cup bid. 

The sums are truly staggering: the Socceroos 
may well cost the ASF $1 million over a four-year 
period; possibly more. A 

If we had an organisation like Germany, 
England or Brazil it wouldn't matter. 

But we don’t. The Philips League, for example, 
has a fulltime manager and a fulltime typist — and 
that’s our national competition. 

It's run weekly, involving 16 clubs; it’s our bread 
and butter, the foundation of our soccer future. 

And yet it is administered with less manpower 
than almost any of the 16 clubs underits care. _ 

So it’s when you compare the effort poured into 
the national team and the PSL that you must won- 
der whether we are keeping our sense of propor- 
tions. 

| realise that it’s far too late to vacillate: we are 
in the World Cup and we’d better make the most of 
it. 

But | just cannot regard our campaign as a be- 
all-end-all affair. 

Australian soccer will not be materially different 
after 1982, whether we make Spain or not. 

That being the case, the ASF and the PSL ought 
to put the efforts, sacrifices and possible benefits 
into proper perspective and then determine ~ 
whether a great deal more could not be achieved if 
identical resources were made available to the 
Philips League and the various State Leagues. 

The ideal would be if we could afford both:a 
mammoth World Cup campaign AND a large-scale 
domestic development. 

But until we get to that stage, it may be worth 
deciding where our priorities are for the future of 
Australian soccer.
